Vital Grandin was born in 
France in 1829 and came to

age of 2S. In 1871 he was 
named Bishop of the St. 
Albert diocese where his 
reputation for work with the 
missions of Alberta, schools 


and seminaries was impec- 
cable. 

Bishop Grandin died in St. 
Albert in 1902 and according 
to a member of the ‘'Cercle 
Franeophone’’ Cultural Co- 
mmittee may someday be 
declared a saint. 

Vital Grandin School in 
Sturgeon Heights takes its 
name from the Bishop as 
does Grandin House in the 
St. Albert mission. 


Jamison presents 


cemetery proposal 


MLA Ernie Jamison ap- 
peared before council Mon- 
day night to present a 
proposal for a community 
cemetery, Mr. Jamison has 
negotiated for a six acre 
parcel of crown land on Site 
6, the former Athabasca 
University property site. He 
began looking for a cemetery 
site when members of the 
Royal Canadian Legion came 
to him asking if any crown 
land were available for a 
cemetery. The Legion wan- 
ted to have a Field of Honour 
for the burial of veterans. If 
the city accepted the parcel, 
the Legion would receive 2.2 
acres of it. 

Mr. Jamison said the land 
was available under the 
Public Lands Act which 
allows for the transfer of up 


to six acres of crown land for 
$1. The city would pay 
surveying costs. He told 
council that in a meeting with 
officials from the MD of 
Sturgeon, it had been esta- 
blished that the MD would 
waive all rights to the land, 
which is located within their 
boundaries, The land has 
been maintained by the 
Indian Association, as it was 
formerly an Indian cemetery. 
Mr. Jamison said that if 
the city wished to accept the 
parcel, and needed room 
later to expand, there were 
1200 acres of crown land 
surrounding the six acres, 
The parcel would allow for 
approximately 6,000 burials. 
After members of council 
closely questioned the pro- 
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Catholic District

Trustees of the Catholic 
School District (St. Albert 
Public School District 3) were 
a bit upset at the Protestant 
District's (St. Albert Pro- 
testant Separate School Dis- 
trict No. 6) move to apply for 
a name change (St. Albert 
Board of Education). Upset 
enough to ask their solicitor 
to notify the Minister of 
Education of their disap- 
proval. 

The fact that the Pro- 
testant District Trustees 
wanted a name change was 
not the issue but rather the 
way they went about it that 
bothered their Catholic Dist- 
rict comrades, Trustees of 
the latter district felt they 
should have been contacted 


before the application for a 
name change was filed so 
that a compromise could 
have been worked out. 
Trustee Jerry Manegre 
said the new name chosen by 
the Separate District implied 
that it was the Public District 
and that this was erroneous. 
He said that maybe the 
Catholic District should look 
at changing its name also 
and Trustee Don Lavoy 
agreed that this approach 
would be more positive 
rather than merely attacking 
the other Board's choice. 
Trustee Ken Porter said 
that he was not sure what 
name he preferred St. 
Albert Public Catholic or

Liberals nominate Gerry Thibault 
for provincial race 


The position of MLA for 
St. Albert is proving to be a 
coveted one, as a third 
candidate has declared him- 
self in the race for political 
honours. Last Wednesday 
night, local Liberals nomin- 
ated Gerry Thibault a 32 year 
old Edmonton businessman 
to carry their colours into the 
electoral contest. It is antici- 
pated the election will be 
called for mid-March. 


ISSUES CHALLENGE 


Despite the favoured po- 
sition of Conservatives in 
Alberta politics, Mr. Thi- 
bault says he feels Albertans 
are ready for more open 
political contests, with a 
wider range of candidates 
from which to choose. As an 
expression of his confidence 
in his own Liberal philosophy 
Mr. Thibault says he would 
be happy to debate the issues 
with NDP candidate Bob 
Borreson and Conservative 
Myrna Fyfe. 

Mr. Thibault was born in 
Prince Albert, Saskatchewan 
where he grew up on a farm. 
He moved to the Edmonton 
region in 1964, After study- 
ing architecture at NAIT, he 
worked for an architect for 
two years, He then explored 
the intricacies of the music 
business, in the employ of 
the United Conservatory of 
Music. At the conclusion of 
this chapter of his career, he 
owned all the United Con- 
servatory studios in Edmon- 
ton, His interest was sub- 
sequently caught by the 
growing security business, 

- and he sold his studios to buy 


into King Alarm Systems. He 
still owns the company. 
Gerry has always had an 
interest in politics, but 
decided to wait until he was 
of a more mature age before 
tossing his hat in the political 
ring. 


In the St. Albert con- 
stituency, Mr. Thibault sees 
roads and schools as the key 
issues. He feels the area's 
burgeoning growth has put a 
strain on transportation fac- 
ilities and believes conges- 
tion in these areas to be a 


crucial issue. The problem of 
the St. Albert Trail (Hwy. 2) 
and general transportation 
needs of residents must be 
assessed from both a long 
and short-term viewpoint. In 
the realm of education, he is

Grandin residents oppose 
mall redevelopment 


It was Standing Room Only 
at City Hall last night and it 
was the proposal to re- 
develop Grandin Shoppers 
Mall that packed the house. 
A number of Grandin res- 
idents were in attendance to 
indicate their displeasure at 
the proposal to members of 
city council. The residents 
gave voice to their opinions 
during a public hearing to 
amend the General Plan, The 
amendment is necessary in 
order that the General Plan 
reflect the redevelopment 
and to redesignate lot 30B 
from park to General Com- 
mercial, 

Much of the controversy 
surrounding Lot 30B arises 
from the fact that the lot was 
part of a court settlement, In 
normal conditions, land des- 
ignated park is never owned 
by private interests. How- 
ever, this parcel is not 
publically owned, as it was 
given to the developer ina 
previous court settlement, 
Confusion has resulted from 
the fact that the park 
designation remained des- 
pite the ownership, Those 


residents who purchased 
land for their homes were 
correctly told that the land 
adjacent was parkland, and 
likely to remain so, However, 
it was not made clear that 
this parkland was privately 
owned, and could concei- 
vably be redesignated for 
commercial use, City Man- 
ager Bob Byron made it clear 
at the meeting that this 
information might not be 
forthcoming in a standard 
enquiry about zoning, as the 
employee answering the 
query might be unaware of 
the history of that particular 
parcel, (City zoning maps 
indicate land use designa- 
tions, not ownership). 

Mr. Byron opened the 
discussion by presenting the 
proposal using a series of 
architect's drawings. The 


design calls for a five storey 
hotel, with 64 rooms, a pub 
style tavern, a lobby bar and 
a 90 seat lounge. A parkade 
will be constructed at the 
east end of the property, 
adjacent to Grandin Road. A 
further two level under- 
ground parkade is to be 
constructed on Lot 30B, with 
five tennis courts on top of 
the underground parkade. 

The existing mall east of 
Macleods will be demolished 
as well as the north portion, 
with the exception of The 
Shell Station and the Fire- 
stone outlet. An office 
complex is slated for the 
northeast sector of the 
complex, 

Mr. Byron told council the 
proposal would give 100,000 
additional square feet and

particularly interested in the 
recently announced half-bill- 
ion dollar grant which is to be 
spent on Alberta schools over 
the next five years. He feels 
it will be an important part of 
the MLA's role to ensure that 
some of that money is to be 
spent on local schools and 
programs. 


MORE ‘‘NO STRINGS”’ 
GRANTS 


In the controversial area of 
provincial-municipal finance, 
Mr. Thibault is in favour of 
increasing the number of 
unconditional or ‘‘no 
strings’’ grants. He com- 
ments that while the pro- 
vince is seeking to attain this 
type of unconditional funding 
from the federal govern- 
ment, it is unwilling to allow 
the municipalities similar 
autonomy. 

When asked about the 
question of St. Albert's 
annexation by Edmonton he 
says he believes most people 
moved to St. Albert to avoid 
living in ‘turban sprawl."’ He 
comments wryly that the low 
crime rate in St. Albert is 
reflected in the sales figures 
for alarm systems in this city, 
and states that this security 
might be lost if the city were 
to join Edmonton. 

On a province-wide basis, 
Mr. Thibault thinks the 
single most serious issue to 
be resolved in the coming 
election is the lack of 
opposition to the Conser- 
vative government. 

**We might as well be in 
Cuba!"' he comments. El- 
aborating on this, he states 
that ‘‘whatever the govern- 
ment hands out in the name 
of policy, good government 
or just plain propaganda, 
goes forth without opposi- 
tion, There are not enough 
people to research legislation 
and we particularly need a 
legitimate opposition to have 
input into the Heritage Trust 
Fund."’ Mr. Thibault says 
the media in general, and the 
Edmonton Journal in par- 
ticular give rubber stamp 
approval to government pol- 
icy while ignoring the other 
parties. The backbenchers 
themselves lack power, he 
maintains and also serve in a 
‘‘rubberstamp"’ capacity

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while the province is run by a 
“handful of people."’ 

Like most Albertans, Mr. 
Thibault has an abiding 
interest in the management 
of the Heritage Trust Fund. 
He expresses concern that no 
official audit ha$ been done 
on the Fund and that the 
public remains in ignorance 
as to the amount of interest 
the various investments are 
earning. Regarding some of 
thpse investments that do get 
publicity, Mr. Thibault has 
criticisms. He sees injustice 
in the loan made to Gulf Oil 
for Syncrude which was lent 
at an interest rate of eight 
percent. ‘‘Why don't they 
pay the same rates as we 
do?"’, he asks. 

He is also skeptical about 
the wisdom of the province's 
recent loan to Nova Scotia. 
He points out that Nova 
Scotia is already heavily in 
debt and a falling dollar is 
worsening that province's 
debt position. He cites the 
fact that since Nova Scotia 
obtained a sizeable loan from 
a German bank the sub- 
sequent drop in the dollar 
has tripled that debt and he 
believes the small Maritime 
province will be unable to 
repay the debt, making them 
a poor credit risk for the 
Albertan loan. 

*‘Whoever OK'ed the loan 
on this end obviously didn't 
check with the rest of the 
financial community,'’ he 
remarks. 

Mr. Thibault has other 
reservations about the fund's 
management, particularly 
the fact the fund holds too 
many cash assets. He be- 
lieves these resources should 
be re-invested and comments 
that a private business with 
as much money in the bank 
would not grow. 

The Gazette's final ques- 
tion concerned the recently 
announced billion dollar gr- 
ant to the province's munici- 
palities. 

‘What is your reaction to 
Mr. Lougheed’s announce- 
ment?"’ asked the Gazette. 

‘Well, I think the grant is 
very Liberal of him" replied 
Mr. Thibault with a smile.

1,060 more parking stalls. 
Access to the underground 
parkade would probably be 
provided by extending the 
roadway behind the existing 
shopping centre. 


SUGGESTS CITY BUY LOT 


Mr. Werner Kratzenberg, 
the first of the residents to 
speak, did not have criti- 
cisms of the development 
but suggested to council the 
city investigate dividing Lot 
30B in two parts, with the 
city buying the upper section 
and holding it as parkland in 
perpetuity. He stressed that 
he would not like to see a 
high-rise eventually const- 
ructed on top of the parkade 
and that this would prevent 
it. In a later comment on the 


" suggestion, Lawyer Robert 


Gillespie warned that this 
would involve putting two 
zonings on one lot, which 
would be ‘‘inherently un- 
sound."’ 

Grandin residents who 
appeared to state their 
opposition to the proposal 
attacked it on a number of 
fronts. Residents felt the 
proposal would bring traffic 
onto residential streets and 
that the project would be a 
waste of parkland. The 
tennis court idea drew 
criticism, with complaints 
suggesting that high inten- 
sity lights would be used for 
night playing. These lights 
would shine in their back- 
yards they maintained. The 
question of court manage- 
ment was also introduced, 
when one man stated people 
would have to be hired to run 
them. The underground par- 
kade was seen to engender 
its own problem, One man 
felt the exhaust fumes would 
necessitate the use of large 
exhaust fans, which would 
blow the fumes into nearby 
homes. 

The hotel idea failed to 
find favour with any of the 
residents, A fear was ex- 
pressed that ‘‘people offen- 
sive to Grandin residents’’ 
might be attracted to the 
hotel's liquor outlets and that 
there would be an increase in 
the number of drunk drivers 
in the area, The hotel's 
planned height of five 
storeys was also criticized, as 
one Grandin resident com- 
mented it would obstruct her 
view of the river valley, The 
residents also thought their 
privacy would be invaded by 
the view from the upper 
storey rooms into their 
homes. 


Ald. Liesbeth Bakker 
asked Mr. Murphy, of Gros- 
venor Blvd., what kind of 
future he saw for the Grandin 
Mall. He replied that the 
shopping centre should be 
restructured in a manner that 
would allow it to keep a 
neighborhood's shopping 
centre’s hours of operation. 
This was one of several 
references, written and ver- 
bal, to Grandin Shoppers 
Park as a Neighborhood 
Shopping Centre. City Man- 
ager Bob Byron refuted this, 
saying that at no time had 
the mall been that type of 
shopping centre. Mrs. Bak- 
ker agreed, saying the site 
had a C1 designation, which 
had made a hotel possible at 
any time in its history. She 
made this remark to rebut an 
argument raised by one 
resident, when he said 
council had changed the 
rules in the middle of the 
game. 

‘We share your con- 
cerns,’’ said Mrs. Bakker. 
‘But we have not changed 
the rules."’ 


AGREES TO LEASE 


After the residents had 
stated their case, David 
Margolis, lawyer for the 
developer, said his client 
would give the city a lease on 
the surface lands of Lot 30B. 
The residents complaints 
prompted him to elaborate 
on several aspects of the 
development. He said that 
the tennis courts would be 
bermed, and that ‘‘we don't 
plan on shining lights in 
anybody's yard.'’ He said 
that access to the park would 
improve with the extended 
roadway and that the 
changed Grandin Road 
access would make for better 
traffic routing. As to the 
hotel, he said it would be a 
‘good anchor'’ for the 
downtown area and corrected 
an erroneous impression 
regarding the pub, which 
residents thought would 
have seating for 32S. He 
stated the maximum is 125. 
He commented the shopping 
centre was ‘‘overdue for 
upgrading’’ and that the 
proposal was well within city 
standards for density, site 
coverage and parking re- 
quirements, He commented 
that it solved the problem of 
the 2.2 acre parcel and the 
plan for construction ensured 
none of the tenant bus- 
inesses would be put out of 
operation during the tran- 
sition, 

Mr. Breadner suggested 


that the case of Lot 30B could 
be solved by the city 
purchasing it from the 
developer and then leasing 
the surface back to him. Mr. 
Margolis said this was a 
totally new proposition and 
he would have to examine it 
further. 

In dealing with the matter, 
Ald. Bill Shields moved that 


the matter be deferred until 
the viability of obtaining the 
southern portion of Lot 30B 
was ascertained. This motion 
was defeated. Ald. Breadner 
moved first reading of the 
bylaw, and the motion 
carried, by a vote of 4-3. Mr. 
Breadner stated that sections 
relating to 30B could be 
amended after first reading.

One item that appears to 
be in dispute in District 3 
(it's sometimes difficult to 
tell with all meetings and 
discussions by Trustees held 
behind closed doors) is the 
school year. When trustees 
were about to discuss alter- 
natives for the 1979/80 
school year, Board Negotia- 
tions Charman Don Lavoy 
asked that the subject be 
discussed ‘in camera.’ In 
past years, teachers have 


tried unsuccessfully to have 
the school year included in 
their contract and therefore it 
can be assumed that this is 


once more the case.

said he was not prepared to 

decide the school year 


without public input (likely 
an open meeting of the Board 
Policy Committee where the 
matter sits now) anyway and 
added that he didn’t feel the 
school year should be part of 
negotiations. Trustee Lavoy 
responded saying that some- 
times negotiations ‘‘expand 
beyond the contract.”’

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New school to save energy 


Alberta's first school of a 
new, energy-saving design is 
being built in Edmonton. The 
experimental Sweetgrass El- 
ementary School is being 
constructed for the Edmon- 
ton Public System. When 
completed in September, 
1979, the new school is 
expected to function on half 
the energy consumed by 
existing schools of the same 
size. 

Alan Palmer, a planner 
with Edmonton Public, said, 
‘*From a technical stand- 
point, this school could 
become a model for all of the 
province.”’ 

The new school building is 
the result of a three-part 
project on energy-conserving 
designs for new schools. 
Backed by Alberta Educa- 
tion, Edmonton Public Sch- 
ool District staff members 
Palmer and Tim Miner 
worked with the firm Minsos 
Vaitkunas Jamieson Archi- 
tects Ltd. to analyze existing 
school buildings and design a 
more energy efficient one. 

Dr. Warren Hathaway of 
Alberta Education's Plann- 
ing and Research Branch 
said, ‘‘Most schools in 
Alberta were built at a time 
when energy was cheap and 
plentiful. Today's increasing 
energy costs together with 
future energy shortages give 
energy conservation a high 
priority within the total 
program of school plan- 
ning.’’ The new school 
design project has been co- 
ordinated by Dr. Hathaway's 
office, along with related 
projects on energy manage- 
ment and energy-conserving 
modifications to existing 
schools. 

The first step in this 
project was an analysis of 
energy conservation in sch- 
ools built with traditional 
constructin methods and 
materials. Planner Palmer 
said, ‘We wanted to look at 
what could be done with 
basic materials and systems 
to reach the federal energy 
standard of 250 kilowatt 
hours per square meter per 
year.’ (This is a formula 
which applies to al! forms of 
energy, allowing accurate 
determination of total con- 
sumption). 

Building components were 
analyzed to establish opti- 
mum specifications, Included 
were comparisons of roof 
systems, wall systems, ligh- 
ting layouts, glazing areas, 
mechanical systems, and air 
supply systems. This basic 
data on existing schools was 
then subject to computer 
analysis. 

Said Palmer, ‘‘It was a 
surprise to find out how 
wasteful existing buildings 
are. But we were pleasantly 
surprised to discover it was 
not as difficult as we 


expected to use existing 
technology to achieve federal 
government standards. It's 
how you put the pieces of the 
puzzle together to meet the 
desired goal."’ 


SCHOOL SHAPE 
IMPORTANT 


A major design feature to 
maximize energy conserva- 
tion is the shape of the new 
school. It is as nearly square 
as possible, with the gymna- 
sium located toward the 
centre of the building to 
reduce outside wall and roof 
area. Substantial roof and 
wall insulation will be closely 
fitted with perimeter foun- 
dation insulation, 

The building's positioning 
was also carefully planned to 
take advantage of solar heat 
gain during the winter and to 
reduce it in summer months. 
Vestibules at all entrances 
will minimize infiltration of 
outside air. The school’s 
mechanical system and elec- 
trical and lighting systems 
were also designed for 
maximum efficiency. 


CLASSROOMS WILL BE 
COOLER 


Among specifications for 
energy saving is a plan to 
dim lights in hallways during 
classes and in classrooms 
during breaks. Hot water 
temperature will be reduced, 
and there also will be a slight 
lowering in classroom tem- 
peratures. 

The new, energy conser- 
ving design will cost an 
estimated $35.98 per square 
metre more to build than a 
regular school, But indica- 
tions are that the additional 
cost will be recouped from 
energy savings within three 
to five years. 

Once completed, the new 
school will be monitored for 
two years, to see if the 
computer's prediction of the 
school's energy consumption 
holds true, 

If Sweetgrass Elementary 
School lives up to expec- 


tations, we'll be seeing more 
like it in coming years. 

Said Palmer, ‘‘Any school 
jurisdiction planning to build 
a new school ought to take a 
look at this one first.’’ 

With energy conservation 
high in priority at both St. 
Albert school districts as well 
as the Sturgeon, Thibault 
and Legal districts, Palmer's 
suggestion will definitely be 
taken to heart.

The book is set in large type and is divided into 
sections, each neatly compartmentalized. The titles are 
telling: “A Letter to Myself,” “What Could I Have Done,” 
“I Am Thought,” “I Am You.” It represents the worst of 
this Age of Narcissus which we are now enduring. The 
language of the book suggests that the author was a real 
“growth groupie” at some time, probably going to est, being 
Rolfed, Primally Screaming and getting TA’ed and TM’ed 
into a state of intellectual coma. (I should know, having 
been through this unfortunate phase, ested and bested by 
the growth movement. I plead temporary insanity). The 
book abounds with the buzzwords of the consciousness- 
raising set. They are marvellous words -- arrange them in 
any order and they still mean nothing. Mumble vaguely 
about the essence of being or the being of essence and 
Presto! Instant profundity! Add a liberal scattering of 
reality, truth, love, beauty, self, space and experience and 
you're nearly a guru. 

As a graduate guru, Mr. Zarlenga does not neglect the 
scientific method in proving the validity of his insights. The 
book is dotted with strange little charts showing such things 
as the difference between what a man can do and what he 
actually does. These are neatly laid out on a pseudo-graph 
with curves to illustrate human potential etc. Mr. Zarlenga 
is not at all inhibited by the fact that such things cannot be 
measured: he solves that neatly by leaving out the lines and 
numbers from his graph! 

The preachy little slogans throughout are too, too 
precious. Take this original gem: “‘Divide your movement 
into easy to do sections. If you fail, divide again.” Judging 
by the number of sections in this book, Mr. Zarlenga’s 
literary footsteps have been dogged by tiny failures. 

Here's a sample of Mr. Zarlenga’s insight “It is 
conceptualization that is the elevated act of hu: an being 
called dignity.” I bet you didn’t know that. 

Were Mr. Z. only another silly sloganee’ I wouldn't 
bother criticizing. But he is primarily a subtle disseminator 
of fear, He’s out to create enough paranoia that he can then 
messianically appear to save us. Dark hints of conspiracy 
glower throughout the book. The reader is told he is being 
penalized for his virtue, and constantly lied to. 

Well, stirring up anxieties is not nice, but neither is it 
restricted to the “orator.’’ Parents, preachers and politicians 
do it too, It starts early, as in “Do such and such, or you'll 
be skinny and have sand kicked in your face,” or, a 
variation: “‘Don’t do such and such — you'll go blind!” 
Zarlenga is merely more elaborate in his prodding of the 
national neuroses, and his motives are distinctly suspect. 
On page 38, he takes off the gloves for the haymaker, and 
the target is a shocker. It appears that all this puffery has 
been leading to an attack on Christianity. Readers are told 
that those who put God over America are killing America. 
And Christians aren't the only villains. Socialists too are 
plotting against us. 

From here on, the cracks in the orator’s facade start 
gaping. Under the guise of some nebulous freedom-fight, the 
Orator attacks the church, the school and any other 
institution suspected of housing an intellect superior to his 
own. His suspicions are valid. Even the civil service house’

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greater thinkers. The book is devious 
unfortunately, some are always vulnerable. 

The vulnerable ones are the focus of the last pages, and 
the only surprise is that he took so long to make the pitch. 
After three pages of trance-like, hypnotic gibberish, the 
reader is told to “stand up once more-get up one more time 
right now - get up and get your cheque book and order as 
many copies of this book as you can afford.” 

Can you afford it? Unfortunately you must. The book's 
availability is the painful price we must pay for the 


drivel, and 


privilege of free speech. Sometimes, its mighty expensive.

*Ounce for ounce, un- 
sweetened orange juice con- 
tains about the same number 
of calories as many car- 
bonated soft drinks. Sweet- 
ened juices, of course, con- 
tain many more calories. 

*Reconstituted orange jui- 
ce is made from a con- 
centrate. Water has been 
added in the proportion 
required to make regular 
orange juice. This type is 
often sold in bottles or 
cartons, 

*Canned, unfrozen orange 
juice might have a “tinny” 
taste which is imparted by 
the can itself, It's perfectly 
safe to drink, but many 
people don't like the taste. 
It's also safe to keep canned 
juice in its can (in the

MODELLING AND SCULPTURING WORKSHOP - On

Growing rapeseed after 
rapeseed on the same land is 
a risky business. 

Even though recent news- 
paper articles have reported 
farmers successfully growing 
rapeseed on rape stubble, 
Phil Thomas, Alberta Agri- 
culture's supervisor of oil- 
seed crops points out that 
this practice for both seeded 
and volunteer crops could 
lead to a lot of disapp- 
ointment. He says ‘‘For 
every successful rapeseed 
crop grown on rape stubble 
there have been a large 
number of unsuccessful 
ones.” 

One of the things against 
growing rapeseed on rape 
stubble is that it provides an 
ideal environment for dis- 
ease and insect buildups. 
There are several rapeseed 
diseases which do relatively 
little damage in the first 
crop, but under the right 
conditions can cause severe 
damage and yield losses in a 
second crop. This is because 
of the buildup of potential 
infection, 

Mr. Thomas explains that 
a rotation using cereal crops 
between rapeseed crops fac- 
ilitates a natural breakdown 
of the disease organisms and 
their cycles. It also breaks 
the cycle of certain rapeseed 
insects, ‘'The rotation re- 
commended by all research 
scientists is one in which 
rapeseed is grown only once 
in three or four years on the 
same land.” 

Rapeseed grown on rape 
stubble also allows a buildup 
of perennial and annual 
weeds which cannot be 
controlled with herbicides in 
a rape crop as is the case 
with cereal crops. A buildup 
of weeds like Canada thistle, 
cleavers, stinkweed and wild 
mustard can lead to yield 
losses and the possibility of 
lower grades. 

Since rapeseed trash and 
stubble put little organic 
matter back into the soil, 
continuous rapeseed crop- 
ping will eventually lead to a 
deterioration of the soil and a 
loss of its structure and tilth, 
especially on grey-wooded 
soils. Such a situation in- 
creases the risk of soil 
erosion by the wind. 

Under certain conditions 
the toxin in rapeseed trash

and stubble severely reduces 
the growth and yield of the 
following crop. If affects 
growth and yields of rape- 
seed more seriously than the 
growth and yield of sus- 
ceptible barley and wheat 
varieties. However, if the 
rapeseed swath is not rained 
on and no leaching of the 
toxin out of the straw occurs 
and the trash is evenly 
spread over the field, there is 
usually no adverse effect on 
the subsequent crop. 

Mr. Thomas strongly ad- 
vises farmers to take a very 
serious look at their rapeseed 
crop rotations and to avoid 
planting rapeseed on rape 
stubble. ‘‘While the suce- 
essful growing of rapeseed 
on rape stubble reported by 
the media may sound app- 
ealing, this practice could 
lead to heavy financial 
losses'’ he stresses.

It is very sad, but true, our 
Indians are losing their 
natural way of life, But do 
not despair, yours is a proud 
heritage, you must show the 
world the many wonders you 
can teach them. In this 
teaching we can then look up 
to you. 

I learned as a child how to 
make chokecherries and oth- 
er wild fruits into dried, well 
preserved food, which was 
used as the cold winter winds 
blew outside the teepees. 1, 
too, have laid the berries on 
canvas out in the sun to dry. 
We'd pound them on a big, 
flat rock, with another rock 
and then turned the berries 
to dry some more. 

When bannock is ready to 
-cook, add chopped berries 
and then propping the 
handle of the pan of bannock 
on a stick, bake over the 
embers of a campfire. 

Every winter we wore the 
beautifully beaded mocca- 
sins, which still smell of 
smoke. | even learned that a 
deer has enough brains to 
tan its own hide. After 


scraping the hide, all you do 
is spread deer brains, with

some water, over the hide. 
The process then happens 
naturally, which makes the 
hide into. material for wear- 
ing. 

Moose hunters who take 
only the meat of the animal 
and leave the skin are truly 
stupid. Those hides are the 
very ones your beautiful, 
everlasting jackets are made 
from. 

The herbs and wild plants 
the Indians have such great 
knowledge of make the best 
dyes. The shampoo you can 
obtain from the Yucca root 
leaves the hair glossy, even 
in the cold water of gurgling 
streams. 

I know about the kinikinuk, 
because I have helped strip 
the bark from the red willow. 
This, dried and mixed with 
tobacco is the best smoking 
mixture. I also know the 
white part under that sweet 
red willow bark was used for 
aches and pains or a variety 


of sicknesses, This part of 
the willow contains acety- 
Isalicylic acid, which is in our 
aspirin tablets. The Indians 
saved many white home- 
steaders, who had come 
down with pneumonia during 
the pioneer days. 

I also remember the pil- 
grimages to Lac Ste. Anne. 
As the old steam locomotive 
pulled, whistling around the 
bend from the north | could 
see the black, shiny braids 
tied with rawhide, all care- 
fully beaded, flying outwards 
from the heads of the bucks, 
young and old. I could also 
see the colorful silk scarves, 
which covered the heads of 
the women’s shining tresses, 
fluttering through the op- 
ened windows of the pass- 
enger train, 

Do not grieve my Indian 
friends, yet I grieve too, at 
the advance of civilization. 
Remember, you have much 
to be proud of.
